HUGE WELCOME FOR REGIMENT 
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ORIGINALLY from a village in the Mendips, near 
Bristol, Andy Jones, 30, was recently attracted to 
Lyme Regis by the town's world-renowned Boat 
Building Academy on Monmouth Beach, en¬ 
rolling in a nine month course which covered a 
wide range of techniques. 

He previously worked for Babcock International 
in London, on behalf of the London Fire Brigade, 
covering the supply and maintenance of opera¬ 
tional equipment, and he now hopes to put his 
new skills to use working with wood. 


•WHAT attracted you to the Boat Building Acad¬ 
emy? Firstly to learn and new skills and gain a recog¬ 
nised qualification that will allow me to hopefully 
always find work anywhere in the world. Also to have 
a better understanding of boat building and work¬ 
ing with wood and composites, and thirdly the loca¬ 
tion! 

• DID you have any previous experience in boat 
building? 

I have no previous experience, the course was totally 
new to me. I have been sailing before but was a rar¬ 
ity. 

• WHAT did your course entail? 

I enrolled up the full-time, nine-month boat building 
course, covering a wide range of areas. The main 
areas were lofting, key woodworking skills and joint 
understanding, boat construction methods, boat fit 
outs and rigging, painting and finishing, GRP and 
FRP methods, marine adhesive and methods for 
glueing up with the aid of vacuum pumps, to name 
a few. 

• WHAT did you hope to achieve from it? 

As boat building was new to me prior to the course 
starting, I hoped to understand all matters of boat 
building but also how to operate the machinery and 
tools in the workshop, which is a vital part of tradi¬ 
tional and modern boat building. I have always 
wanted a hands-on skill and a skill that can be ver¬ 
satile and be used for all matters of woodwork, not 
just boat building. 

• WHAT did you enjoy about the course? 

To be honest, I have enjoyed the whole course and 
all areas covered. The course is laid out extremely 
well, I have enjoyed so much of it and the teachers 
make learning interesting and fun. I guess I enjoyed 
putting my new skills to the test when we advanced 
from the basic woodworking skills part of the course, 
onto the construction of the variety of boats built at 
the academy. The group breakfasts and lunches are 
pretty epic too! 



• WHAT do you plan to do after the course? 

I hope to take my new knowledge of boat building 
into a boat yard and expand with experience. Even¬ 
tually I hope to start my own business but possibly 
not building boats, but most definitely working with 
wood. 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

DJing and music production, stand-up paddle 
boarding, wood craft, going to the gym, martial arts, 
travelling, fishing and, of cours,e now sailing is a 
clear interest of late and I have done much of it since 
I moved to Lyme Regis. 
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• WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis? 

It's a friendly town with lots going on. I started stand- 
up paddle boarding just before the course and it's 
fantastic to get out of the water of the Jurassic Coast. 
The academy is a stone's throw from the water's 
edge, which just makes it so much more of an attrac¬ 
tive place to come and learn. I was living in London 
before the course started and my job was pretty full 
on, so moving down to Lyme was the ultimate de- 
stresser and I have always been made to feel wel¬ 
come. The pubs are fun and the local ale from the 
brewery in Bridport goes down well. 

• IF you could own any kind of boat, what would 
it be and why? 

It would have to be a tall ship as I am fascinated by 
the history and the old maritime tales of pirates. I've 
always fancied setting sail and exploring the world, 
and what better way to do it than the way it always 
used to be done? 

• WHERE'S your ideal holiday destination, and 
why? 

I am most definitely a beach bum so would probably 
say the Philippines. A dream job for me would be a 
restoration of a fishing boat on a secluded beach 
some where in the tropics.

Green scheme 
for village halls 

VILLAGERS in the Bridport area are being encour¬ 
aged to keep their community buildings'green' as 
part of a new effort by partnership project Commu¬ 
nities Living Sustainably in Dorset to cut down on 
environmental waste. 

CLS, which works with local councils and other en¬ 
vironmental and community bodies, is running a 
free training course next month, supported by the 
Big Lottery Fund, and residents are invited to hear 
about ways they can make their village halls more 
environmentally friendly. 

Those who attend will gain the knowledge and 
tools required to conduct a simple environmental 
audit and action plan, as well as information on fund¬ 
ing resources. 

Cash prizes are also up for grabs for villages that 
enter into the environment category of Dorset's Best 
Village competition. 

And Emily Bullock, Greener Choices Co-ordinator 
for CLS, says there are other financial benefits to an 
environmentally friendly approach. 

She said: "It is not just about going green - con¬ 
ducting a simple audit will help you to identify ways 
of saving money and ensuring the building is warm 
enough in winter and cool enough in summer. 

"The course is open to all and no prior knowledge 
of the environment or building management is 
needed." 

Dorset Community Action's Simon Thompson, who 
helps run the Best Village competition, added: "We 
are delighted to be working with CLS on this project. 
Community buildings provide a vital resource for vil¬ 
lages and making sure they are warm, comfortable 
and inviting to users is crucial for their longevity."

this year, and now an additional £3million has been 
handed out for filling in potholes and carrying out 
other highways maintenance work. 

County council highways teams have already 
begun work on the road between North Allington 
and the Dottery junction as part of the first phase of 
the repairs programme. 

But residents have flagged up pothole problems 
across the town, in Victoria Grove and Coneygar 
Road in particular. 

And councillors have voiced their concerns about 
the state of the roads, calling for Bridport to be put 
to the top of the list for repairs. 

Back in March, West Dorset District Council leader 
Gillian Summers, who is also a resident of Victoria 
Grove, said filling in potholes was a "waste of time 
and money" and that the whole network needed 
properly resurfacing in order to make long-term sav¬ 
ings. 

Her complaints were echoed by Dorset County 
Councillor for Bridport Ros Kayes, who said sections 
were looking like "bomb sites". 


But following the latest cash boost for the pro¬ 
gramme, there are encouraging signs that work may 
soon be carried out. 

A county council spokesperson confirmed that 
work is scheduled to be carried out around Bridport 
in late August and early September. 

Council leader Spencer Flower added: "We are 
pleased that we have been allocated just over £3mil- 
lion from the [Government's] £168 million fund. 

"I was pleased with the feedback we received 
about our bid and the team worked hard to get it 
right. 

"This brings the total money received to just under 
£9million to repair and resurface our road network 
and we will be able to extend the current resurfacing 
and drainage repair programme, with a view to fin¬ 
ishing by Christmas." 

The resurfacing works will be carried out on high 
priority roads, with teams working their way across 
the county in clusters. 

Permanent pothole and road defect repair will also 
continue on roads across Dorset. 

The county council has also received £184,813 
from the severe weather recovery scheme to cover 
the community impact of the storms. 


Traders back in business 
after speedy sewer repairs 


EMERGENCY sewer repair works in Bridport town cen¬ 
tre have been completed almost two weeks ahead of 
schedule, easing fears that high-street trade would be dis¬ 
rupted. 

Business owners had voiced their concern following the 
announcement of a scheduled three weeks of work, which 
had the potential to grind the town centre to a standstill. 

And work, carried out by Wessex Water, did cause 
heavy congestion at the junctions of East Street, West 
Street and South Street with long delays due to the tem¬ 
porary traffic lights. 

But the team managed to finish the job in just eight 
days, almost two weeks earlier than planned. 

Carl Little, Wessex Water’s construction manager for 
the scheme, said: “We were able to complete repairs to

our sewer relatively quickly and without affecting any 
other utilities in the ground. 

“The repairs were essential to ensure we continue to 
maintain sewerage services for residents and busi¬ 
nesses.” 

Repairs had to be carried out after a sewer collapsed in 
East Street, near HSBC bank. 

The existing traffic lights at the junctions of East Street, 
West Street and South Street were replaced with tempo¬ 
rary lights for the duration of the work with a view to 
minimising delays. 

Electric signs were also put in place to warn motorists 
approaching the town centre from the A3 5. 

The work started on Monday, June 2nd and was com¬ 
pleted ahead of the rush hour on Tuesday, June 10th.

Town salutes Rifles at freedom

BRIDPORT residents turned out in force this week to 
salute servicemen from the Rifles regiment, as more 
than 80 military personnel exercised their right to the 
freedom of the town with a unique parade. 

Eighty-eight regular and reserve soldiers from the 
Rifles’ 1st and 6th Battalions marched shoulder to 
shoulder through the streets, accompanied by musi¬ 
cians from the regiment’s Salamanca and Waterloo 
bands. 

Hundreds of local people lined the streets and dis¬ 
played banners in town centre shop windows to show 
their support for the troops, who were bestowed with 
the freedom of the town at a ceremony in 2011. 

And Bridport Mayor Maggie Ray, who addressed 
the troops outside the town hall on Sunday morning, 
heralded the occasion as a “historic” day for Bridport. 

She said: “Today is undoubtedly a celebration of the 
links between the town and the regiment but it is also 
an opportunity to show our gratitude and give thanks 
to our Armed Forces, for their service to the country.” 

Due to operational commitments, the Rifles had 
until now been unable to exercise their right to march 
through the town, and Brigadier Rupert Jones CBE, 
who was formally welcomed by Councillor Ray dur¬ 
ing the ceremony, along with the Vice Lord-Lieu¬ 
tenant of Dorset James Gibson Fleming Esq., said it 
was a proud moment for the troops to finally visit the 
town. 

He added: “It was with great pride that the Rifles re¬ 
ceived the Freedom of Bridport, and today is the first 
time that we have had the privilege of exercising that 
right. 

“The Rifles is a national regiment but our strength 
comes from the counties we represent and from which 
we draw our riflemen. We, the Rifles, remain your 
county regiment.” 

Following speeches and a presentation of plaques, 
the soldiers were joined by members of the Regimen-

tal Association, youngsters from the Dorset Army 
Cadet Force and other dignitaries as they marched to 
St Mary’s Church for a special service, during which 
the names of the fallen were read out. 

After the service the parade returned to the town hall 
where the Sounding of the Retreat was played and a 
civic reception held. 

Major Jamie Edwards, Officer Commanding B 
Company, led the parade under the watchful eye of his 
father, Lieutenant Colonel Andrew Edwards, who also 
attended the occasion in his capacity as Rifles Colonel 
of Dorset. 

Lt Col Edwards said: “For us this is a huge thrill and 
honour. There has been so much effort put in to get 
everything ready and I would like to thank the mayor 
for all the arrangements today, even the local cafe that 
provided free bacon butties and drinks for soldiers this 
morning.” 

The Rifles was formed in 2007 from an amalgama¬ 
tion of four famous regiments: the Devon and Dorsets, 
the Royal Gloucestershire, Berkshire and Wiltshires, 
the Light Infantry and the Royal Green Jackets. 

Among the many battle honours earned by the form¬ 
ing regiments is ‘Salamanca’ - a battle fought in 1812 
during the Peninsular War, which now marks the Reg¬ 
imental Day, celebrated annually on July 22nd. 

An historic link to their origins as fast-moving 
“light” infantry, the Rifles march noticeably faster 
than other units and carry a badge on their belts to rep¬ 
resent the colours, rather than the more common flags. 

Local reservist Private Harriet Stewart, who is cur¬ 
rently a chef but is training to be a medic and is serv¬ 
ing with the Rifles’ C Company, added: “I am so proud 
to be here today. All my friends and family are watch¬ 
ing and it is great to be parading in my home town.”

Affordable homes boost in Symondsbury 


WORK began this week on a new affordable housing 
development in Symondsbury that is soon to pro¬ 
vide 10 new homes for local people. 

The not-for-profit Hastoe Housing Association is 
working in partnership with West Dorset District 
Council and the Symene Community Land Trust to 
deliver the homes, after residents laid the founda¬ 
tions six years ago. 

And tenants will be able to move in from March 
next year, helping to meet the housing needs of 


local people in the Symondsbury parish. 

Support from WDDC, which has put up more than 
£100,000 to support the project, has enabled two 
additional homes to be built with enhanced energy 
saving measures, to cut bills for incoming residents. 

Council chairman Gillian Summers said affordable 
housing was a "key priority" and that the scheme 
demonstrated how local communities can become 
involved in the planning process. 

She said: "I am delighted to see this scheme com¬

ing to fruition for the benefit of the residents of 
Symondsbury. 

"This is a great example of a community-led devel¬ 
opment and demonstrates what can be achieved by 
local people working in partnership with other au¬ 
thorities and housing associations." 

According to the National Housing Federation, 
house prices have risen to more than 10 times the 
average income. 

And the three partners claim schemes like the one 
in Symondsbury are crucial in pioneering commu¬ 
nity-led affordable housing. 

David Wragg, chairman of the CLT, said: "We are 
very pleased that this six-year project is now coming 
to fruition and that, within the next 12 months, there 
will be 10 more affordable houses for local families 
in housing need. 

"Thanks are due to all the partners involved in the 


project and particularly to the group of Symonds¬ 
bury volunteers who had the foresight to set up the 
CLT some years ago and have seen the project 
through to reality." 

The development, which is being built by local 
contractors C.G. Fry & Son, will consist of five two- 
bedroom houses, two three-bedroom houses and 
one four-bedroom house for rent, with another two 
properties for shared ownership. 

Kevin Hartnett, Hastoe's Business Development Di¬ 
rector, added:"We are pleased to be delivering these 
much-needed affordable homes for the local people 
of the Symondsbury community, where local private 
rents and home ownership can be out of reach for 
some families. 

"We deliver homes that people can afford, we in¬ 
vest in people and communities and we are in it for 
the long-term."

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Health campaigners rally residents'support 


ANGRY campaigners brought the fight 
against privatisation of health services to 
Bridport this week, in a bid to bring resi¬ 
dents on board. 

Members of the Dorset Health Campaign 
stopped in Bucky Doo Square to encour¬ 
age the people of Bridport to sign their pe¬ 
tition against the planned changes at 
Dorset County Hospital’s pathology labo¬ 
ratory, which is at risk of closure and relo¬ 
cation. 

Private companies are being invited to 
bid to run the service, and the group fears 
that such a move could critically endanger 
the quality of the service and put patients

at risk. 

Close co-operation between consultants 
and experts could be severed, and the pos¬ 
sibility of instant testing for patients in 
danger would be lost, they argue. 

Bridport councillor and campaign mem¬ 
ber Ros Kayes said: “It is a really impor¬ 
tant campaign as we all use the service, 
and 60 per cent of the laboratory’s work 
comes from GP surgeries. 

“We are worried about how this change 
can affect people in this rural area, as the 
new service is likely to be located out of

Dorchester and possibly out of the county, 
resulting in a major change for service 
users and most of the jobs at the lab being 
lost. 

If the hospital does not have a pathology 
lab it is much less of a reason to keep it as 
an acute hospital and an accident and 
emergency centre. 

“We are concerned that more and more 
private companies are involved in provid¬ 
ing our healthcare and believe it is a public 
service best provided by the NHS.” 

The group is calling for Dorset County 


Hospital to reconsider the future of the 
pathology lab and to be fully open about 
what is going on. 

Jean O’Callaghan, Chief Executive of 
the Dorset County Hospital NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, said: “Nationally there is a 
move towards centralising pathology serv¬ 
ices rather than having a full pathology 
service in every hospital, as this is more 
sustainable for the future and maintains 
quality. 

“Quality standards are much higher now 
for laboratory services and it is difficult for 


smaller centres like ours to keep up with 
these, to invest in the latest equipment and 
to recruit the necessary staff. 

“One of the options could be to keep our 
current services if the project demonstrates 
that our own in-house services are the 
best. 

“Our procurement process is open and 
transparent and our service specification is 
very detailed, and any provider will have 
to demonstrate that they can meet our high 
expectations on quality and turnaround 
times for test results.”

A DORCHESTER man 
who dominated the 
British Touring Car 
scene in the 1980s, and 
also survived a high 
speed Le Mans crash, has 
been signing copies of 
the book about his life.

His first race was in 
1964, a time-trial event 
in Weymouth which he 
won in a 1200cc Ford 
Anglia, beating other, 
bigger engine cars.

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TRICKS TO DISGUISE THINNING HAIR 


by Shannon Farrell 


WITH the introduction of anti-aging hair 
products, the issue of women's thinning hair is 
finally getting the attention it deserves. Whether your hair thins as you age 
or you experience thinning your twenties (called alopecia, the condition 
is triggered by genetics and even bad nutrition choices), there are simple 
cuts, coloring techniques and styling tricks that can disguise sparse 
strands. We caught up with Diane Stevens, Lead Stylist for Nioxin (the 
brand known for treating hair thinning) on how she camouflages thinning 
hair on her clients. 

GO OMBRE - Starting with a darker base and slowly getting lighter 
towards the ends creates the visual effect of thicker hair at the tips. Go one 
or two shades lighter at the base for a subtle color change. 

ADD MULTIDIMENSIONAL COLOR - Create movement and the illusion 
of fullness with this color trick. "Have your stylist use different tones and 
levels to create a soft, multidimensional look," Stevens says. "Oftentimes, I 
use three different formulas to do so. I use one shade that is my client's 
natural base color, one that is slightly lighter and a third that is slightly 
darker.This creates a look that includes a play of light and dark shadows." 
However, she warms against too many highlights.This draws attention to 
thinning hair at the roots. 

CREATE VOLUME WITH YOUR CUT - Adding layers throughout the hair 
creates lift, volume and movement. Stevens recommends a strong bang 
with soft layers like Michelle Obama's or a side swoop fringe with soft layers 
like Jennifer Lawrence's. These styles "give the cut a much denser appear¬ 
ance and will make the hair look less fine and 
fragile,"she says. 

STYLE IT RIGHT - "For instant volume, I love 
to start with Nioxin DiaMax ($50, nioxin.com), 
a leave-in scalp treatment that actually in¬ 
creases the diameter of each hair strand," 
Stevens says. She recommends creating long- 
lasting shape by setting hair with hot rollers or 
pin curls. "Gradually layer in styling product 
and add as needed to achieve the desired re¬ 
sult." She also advises to not over-dry because 
hair will lose its manageability and fall flat.

21st century style! 

FROM exquisite starfish and elegant ammonites, to 
terrifying teeth and pre-historic poo!.. .finding fossils 
has never been easier thanks to a new online database. 

The Jurassic Coast Fossil Finder showcases almost 
1,000 fossils held by museums along the Dorset and 
East Devon Coast. It includes specimens that date 
back over 500 million years. 

Each fossil has been professionally photographed, 
and is accompanied by a magnifier which reveals the 
most intricate details. 

Some were also photographed in 360 degrees, so you 
can see them from all angles. There is a description of 
each fossil, together with a fact sheet which gives the 
scientific data. 

Councillor Colin Jamieson, Dorset County Council 
Cabinet Member for Public Health and Community 
said: “This is a fantastic resource, not just locally but 
globally. The Jurassic Coast has a wealth of fossils, 
and the database means that anyone can access them 
from anywhere.” 

The Fossil Finder also includes general information 
about fossil types and how they relate to modern-day 
creatures. 

Richard Edmonds, Jurassic Coast earth science man¬ 
ager and consultant on the project, said: “We were 
careful to write the text so that there is something for 
everyone - from fun and accessible facts for children 
and beginners, to more in-depth information for spe¬ 
cialists and geology students. 

“We hope the Fossil Finder will capture people’s 
imaginations and inspire them to go and see the fossils 
for real in the museums.” 

The project was run by the Jurassic Coast Museums 
Partnership, and supported by Arts Council England, 
Natural England and the Museums Advisory Service 
at Dorset County Council. It is one of several exciting 
initiatives to enhance the appeal of the museums.

Appeal launched to save the Barn Owl

DORSET Wildlife Trust (DWT) is 
launching an urgent appeal to provide 
help for threatened barn owls in the 
county, after numbers plummeted fol¬ 
lowing their worst breeding season for 
30 years in 2013. 

The barn owl was once a common 
sight in the British countryside, but the 
UK population fell by 70 per cent be¬ 
tween the 1930s and the 1980s, with 
just 4,000 breeding pairs surviving by 
2000. 

DWT is hoping to raise £27,000 to 
give the species a fighting chance to 
survive. 

Changes in weather patterns and 
farming practices are the two most cru¬ 
cial factors responsible for the decline. 
DWT’s Director of Conservation, Imo¬ 
gen Davenport said: “These iconic birds 
are under threat, having suffered four 
successive years of unusual weather, 
with long winters, cold springs and wet 
summers. 

“We must act now to improve their 


habitat, provide nest boxes which they 
readily take to, and raise awareness of 
their plight. 

Ninety-seven per cent of the UK’s 
rough grassland, that harbours field 
voles and other small mammal prey, 
and is a preferred hunting ground of 
bam owls, has declined; many old, tra¬ 
ditionally managed hay meadows have 
disappeared, and there has been a huge 
loss of their traditional nesting sites, 
such as hollow trees, old barns and 
derelict farm buildings.” 

Support is urgently needed to com¬ 
plete the project over the next two 
years. 

Part of the work will include con¬ 
structing barn owl boxes in suitable 
habitats, visiting landowners to offer 
advice about how to manage land to 
benefit the barn owl, and delivering ed¬ 
ucational talks and guided walks for 
schools and communities, to encourage 
recordings of barn owl sightings, so we 
can monitor their progress.

With just a couple of better breeding 
seasons, the population should rise 
again. One hundred per cent of funds 
raised will go towards the conservation 
work. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust is fortunate in 
having a breeding pair of bam owls in 
an owl box at its Lorton Meadows Na¬ 
ture Reserve, Weymouth, which can be 


seen on its webcam at www.dorsetwild 
lifetrust .org .uk/webcam.

Free NHS health checks offered to test for diabetes risk 


DORSET residents aged between 40 and 74 are 
being advised to have a free medical check to assess 
their risk of developing diabetes. 

The 20 minute NHS Health Check also assesses 
people’s risk of developing a range of problems, such 
as heart disease, stroke and kidney disease. 

Based on the results, people who have a check are 
given personalised advice about how to reduce their 
risks, and opportunities to improve their health. This 


can include sending people for further tests, if nec¬ 
essary. 

Dr David Phillips, Director of Public Health 
Dorset, said: “Diabetes can be a difficult condition 
to live with but it can also be prevented or delayed if 
people make positive changes to their lifestyle early 
on. 

“It is really important people see the benefits of 
having a health check.” 


The local NHS Health Check programme is organ¬ 
ised by Public Health Dorset and delivered through 
GP practices and pharmacies. 

Anyone aged between 40 and 74 who has not al¬ 
ready been diagnosed with a cardiovascular disease, 
and has not had a health check within the last five 
years, is eligible and can book a health check through 
their GP or a participating pharmacy.

All New Jeep Cherokee: No Compromises, It's the Complete Car 



The all new Jeep Cherokee is where leg¬ 
endary off-road capability meets premium 
driving dynamics in a stylish, high quality 
and efficient package. When it goes on sale 
here this month (June 2014), the new 
Cherokee will introduce smart new technol¬ 
ogy to the mid-size SUV segment, instantly 
becoming one of the most user-friendly 
cars in its class.

It will be available by 
special order only from the end of the year. 

Thanks to the light-weight materials used 
and the efficiency of the 2.0-litre MultiJet II 
engine, the new Cherokee becomes one of 
the cleanest cars in its class. The front-wheel 
drive 140hp version returns 53.3mpg on the 
combined cycle and emits just 139g/km of 
C02. Yet performance is hardly hampered: 
the 170hp automatic 4x4 will do 0-60mph 
in a lively 10.3 seconds. 


As the Cherokee wears the legendary Jeep 
badge it will be one of the most capable 
cars around, no matter what surface it's on. 
New suspension combines with a very rigid 
bodyshell to make it comfortable, refined 
and enjoyable to drive on the road. The 
fuel-efficient Jeep Active Drive I four-wheel 
drive system automatically switches be¬ 
tween front and all-wheel drive when re¬ 
quired. And Jeep's Selec-Terrain system 
offers up to five different four-wheel drive 
modes to ensure drivers employ the most 
suitable settings for the prevailing condi¬ 
tions. 

Taking cues from its Grand Cherokee sta- 
blemate, the new Cherokee has a stylish, 
well-equipped interior that exudes pre¬ 
mium craftsmanship. It's also comfortable 
and versatile with figure-hugging front 
seats and in the back, seats that fold and re¬ 
cline as well as sliding backwards and for¬ 
wards to maximise either leg room or boot 
space 

All new Cherokees are packed with tech¬ 
nology. Each model features a Thin-Film 
Transistor (TFT) screen in the instrument 
cluster available in either monochrome or 
colour.
